Ard the first stept toward this would be to have an 
evaluation made in Athens. I would, therefcre, sug- 
gest your taking the collection to M. Kabanis, who 
is, I think, the best qualified person te make such 
an appraisal. After his estimate of the value of the 
collection is made, you can write and let me know the 
amount; and, with what I remember of these coins, I 
can then advise you as to whether there is any likeli- 
heod cf finding a purchaser for the ceins over here. 
Unless you car arrive at some such valuation, there 
would be no use in sending the coins here, and little 
or no prospect of having an offer made for them as w 
whole. 


I trust that this plan will appeal to you, 
and I will await your further word befgarding the matter.
